As>his wife is dead, Dr. Robertson 
has been making his home with his son, 
the’ Rev. Jan Robertsdn, rector of -an 
Episcopal church in Cincinnati, and- he 
came on from Cincinnati to offer the 
resolution against Dr. Fosdick, which 
read: 

‘“* Resolved, That the session of the 
First Presbyterian Church be summoned 
to the bar of the Presbytery for the of- 
fense of filling’ the pulpit by a Baptist 
minister that subverts by his heretical 
preaching our constitutional Westmin- 
ster Confession of Faith.’’ 

The regolution failed to pass, and six 
more resolutions were offered bearing 
on the issue. One of these was moved 
by the Rev. Dr. Albert Dale Gantz, 
new Permanent Clerk of the Presbytery 
and pastor of the First Church, Wil- 
Hamsburg, to the effect. that: the . per- 
mission given by the Presbytery to the 
First Church session two years ago to 
permit Dr. Fosdick to occupy its pulpit 
as ‘special preacher ’’ be rescinded. 

There was considerable confusion, and

Had they not succeeded 
in stealing her pearls ‘and diamonds, it 
ig believed, they would have tried. to 
swindle her at cards, or blackmail her 
because of her friendship with Carman 
or her fondness for poker. 

Hints from the police indicate that 
survivors of the notorious Gondorf gang 
of -wiretappers are suspected. It was 
also jntimated that the men who robbed 
Mrs. Schoellkopf were the same men 
who held up Mrs, Charlotte King ‘Pal-

MAY OPEN GRAVE FOR GEMS. 


Romanoffs Will Get $4,000,000 
Crown Jewels if Found. 


Special agents of the Treasury Depart- 
ment continued their investigation yes- 


tardey, to determine whether it is ad- 
visable to open .the grave of James 
Jones, a seaman, in the United States 

National Cemetery. in Brooklyny where 
,000,000 worth of the Russian crown 
Jewels are. said to be buried. The legal 

division of the customs service an- 
nounced that the jewels, if recovered, 
would not go to the Bolsheviki, but -to 
the nearest of kin of the Romanoffs, 
who were put to death by the Bolshe- 
vists. ‘The armea guard posted at the 
grave supposed to hold the treasure of 
the Czars remains on duty. 

There is only one precedent covering 
the Russian crown jewels supposedly in 
this . count according to Edward 
Barnes, Assistant Soliciter for the cus- 
toms service*in New York, who said it 
was established ‘inthe Administration 
ef Andrew Jagkson, when the jewels 
of the*Princess of Orange were stolen 
and brought to the United States by one 
Palori. e said: 

“An attempt was made to: seize ‘the 
jewels and declare — forfeited by the 
customs, but Roger B. Taney, a Justice 
of the Supreme Court, held that .the 
jewels were the property of the Princess 
of Orange, and when President Jackson 
announced that he proposed to return 
them to the Princess, Justice Taney said: 

‘If the President possesses the power 
to order the restoration, there seems 
to be no contrariety of opinion about 
the propriety of exercising it. 

If the Taney decision should be uphel 
and the jewels are actually discovered i 
the grave of the seaman, it was the 
opinion that the mengwho acted as in- 
formants would get néthing, the Soviets 
would get nothing, and the only ones 
to be considered at all would be those 
of nearest. blood to the late Czar. - 

William H. Williams, Special Agent of 
the Treasury Department, said that if 
the grave were opened it would be done 
without publicity, and- that nothing 
would be done in this direction until 
authorized by the Treasury Department.

DOUBLE DRY PENALTIES. 

The full text of the opinion of the 
Supreme Court delivered by Chief 
Justice Tart on Dec. 11, holding’ that 
punishment in a State Court for viola- 
tion of a State prohibition statute does

by. Congress effective, or -that the 
power of enforcement.“ is divided be- 
‘‘ tween Congress and the States along 
the lines which séparate. or dis-

RAILWAY WAGES HIGHER. 
Yesterday's Times contained a long 
list of railways which have withdrawn 
their applications for reduction of 
wages by. the Labor Board. The 
stronger roads are the, leaders of the 
movement to give their workers in- 
ducements: for wage settlements by 
agreement rather than as dictated by 
an outside authority. The weaker 
roads are naturally less able to follow 
the example: This inability preserves 
the remnant of an embarrassing issue. 
Whenever law attempts to name uni- 
versal rates or wages it can succeed 
only by’ naming an average. But an 
average yields the efficient advantage, 
and penalizes the inefficient. Thus 
the laws breed dissatisfaction with 
aw. The next step is to contract out 
from the impracticable law. In, the 
case of rates the method of escape is 
to combige the weak and strong. roads 
into systems. The case fs strong for 
golving wage problems in like manner. 
The roads doing better by their 
workers than the Labor Board was 
able to do are also under the com- 
pulsion of economic necessity. Con- 
ditions. of ‘employment have changed 
since the Labor Board fixed wages. 
Unions: which contend that labor is 
not a commodity when wages are 
falling forget their argument. when 
wages are rising. The railways which 
could not pay higher wages when com- 
plying with the Labor Board’s national 
working rules are now able to pay 
more because wages under the agree- 
ments are more productive. Traffic 
reports Jeave no room.-for doubt that 
railway workers are now more: ener- 
etic, and are~enabling the roads to 
serve the country with improving 
hope of profit.. It is not impossible 
that the. venture of. the stronger rail- 
ways may hearten the. weaker to 
move in the, same direction.

Report Points to Many Rate Reduc- 
tions as Indicating Favorable 
Trend In Rate Levels.

ALBANY, Jan: 8.—Declaring it of vast 
importancée to the public welfare and 
comfort of the people that the public 
utilities-over which the céOmmissfon has 
jurisdiction should remain under the 
close observation of the State Govern- 
ment and that ample power of regula- 
tion should at all times be vested in 
some adequate governmental agency, 
the Public Service Commission sub- 
mitted its annual report to the Legisia- 
ture tonight. : 

While Governor Smith shadbanniechol 
in his message the ubolition of the 
present commission, the report makes a 
plea for its continuation. 

‘‘ The .establishment.of a, single’ tegu- 
latory commission by the Legislature of 
1921 in place of two commissions, cen- 
tred responsibility | for regulation of 
utility operations,’’ says the .report. 
** The centring of res naibility Bags ‘the 
regulation of all utilities of a char- 
acter was act of wisdom .- d has 
been amply ‘justified by the results of 
the work of the commission during the 
year just closed. The actual experience 
of this commission warrants the making 
of this statement to the Legislature.”’ 

When. the attention of Governor Smith 
was called to: a. recommendation in the 
commission’s report for an appro Bs 
tion to make a comprehensive an 
tailed study of the State’s grade stirs 
ing problems, to the end that’ the cross- 
ings may be eliminated, he said: 

“* Well, the Public Service: Commission 
has been in existence fifteen years and 
I should think they. would have found 
some plan of procedure by this time 
without spending the State’s money now 
to make a study of~the problem.”’ - 

Few Grade Crossings Eliminated. 


““The report says there have béen only 
449 grade crossings eliminated _in the 
State since 1897, when the present law 
became™ operative, or an average of 
about eighteen a year.

“WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Exports of 


wheat from the United States during -the 
week ended Jan. 6 aggregated 1,578,000. 


’ | bushels, according to figures.made pub. 


lic today by the Commerce Department 
in.its first weekly announcement cover- 
ing exports of the principal commodities. 
Exports of flour for the w eek totaled 
89,500 barrels. Other export totals for 
the week, compiled from statistics -re- 
ceived from eighteen principal ports, in- 
cluded: Barley, 28,000 bushels; ~corn, 
299,000 bushels; rye, 171,000 bushels; 
oats, 1,000. bushels. 

Ali of the barley shipments went to 
Central European nations. Germany re- 
ceived 99,000 bushels of corn,-the United 
Kingdom 88,000; bushels, Canada 65,000 
bushels, and 20,000 bushels wert to other 
European countries. Cuba was the pur- 
paver oe of the one shipment of oats re- 


ted. 

eThe United, Kingdom -received 281,000 
bushels of wheat and Italy 287,000 bush- 
els, while the remainder included ship- 
ments to nearly a score of other Euro- 
pean nations. The shipments of flour 
were, divided, 7,300 barrels to the United 
Kingdom and ‘the remainder td more 
than a dozen other countries, most of 
which are in Europe. 

The report also showed some of the 
Canadian exports in transit through the 
United States, destined for foreign 
consumption. These included during the 
week 66,000 bushels of barley, 957,000 


and 21,400 barrels of flour. 

The department was unable to furnish 
comparative figures for Ps wetks, 
inasmuch as the method of apmputation 
heretofore had been on a monthly basis,
